Rhodes, who took office at 
midnight a fte r being sw orn in 
privately F rid ay , said he o r­ 
dered the Ohio D ep artm en t of 
N atural R esources and the Ohio 
E n v ir o n m e n ta l 
P r o te c tio n 
Agency to cut red tape. 
"N atu ral gas, oil. coal and 
electric power a re essential to 
keep industry operating at full 
c ap acity .”

Ohio.” 
Rhodes, taking the reins of 
governm ent for the third tim e

Russia May Be Attempting 
To Upstage U.S. In Space 


Dems 


W A SH IN G T O N (A P ) - The 
Soviet Union may try to up­ 
stage the United States during 
next Ju ly ’s joint U.S.-Russian 
manned space mission by hav­ 
ing a second crew of cosmo 
nauts in orbit at the same time. 
T hat’s the opinion of some 
Am erican space observers who 
have been studying the Dec. 27 
launching of a Soviet Salyut 4 
space station. They say the high 
altitude of the station will give 
it a long life and the possibility 
of being inhabited by several 
different crews during the next 
year. 
The Soyuz 
17 crew 
was 
launched Frid ay night, perhaps 
to visit the station for 30 to 60 
days, which would be a record 
for Russian cosmonauts. 
The N atio n al A ero nautics 
and Space Administration says 
it has no evidence the Salyut 
will 
be 
manned 
next 
Ju ly 
during 
the joint 
mission 
in 
which 
Am erican and 
Soviet 
spaceships are to link up in 
orbit. But officials don’t rule 
out the possibility. 
B y 
having two 
cosmonaut 
ships in orbit during the joint 
flight, the Russians could hope 
to influence some of the world 


that they have returned to the 
glory days of Sputnik when they 
were the undisputed leaders in 
space exploration 
a role they 
lost to the United States' Apollo 
man-on-the-moon program. 
It also would draw- attention 
from the fact that the much 
more sophisticated Am erican 
Apollo craft will he making all 
the critical rendezvous maneu­ 
vers to achieve docking with 
the Russian Soyuz in Ju ly. 
And it would emphasize that 
the Soviet space program is go­ 
ing strong, actually accelera­ 
ting, at a time when the United 
States' program is diminishing 
Behind 
the 
speculation 
of 
U.S. observers is the fact that 
shortly 
after Salyut 
4 
was 
launched, 
ground 
control 
guided it into an orbit 220 miles 
high, 60 miles higher than ear­ 
lier Saluvts. At that altitude it 
could stay aloft for a year or 
more before falling hack into 
the atmosphere. 
U.S. experts say the Russians 
would have no trouble tracking 
two manned spaceships sim ul­ 
taneously. 
They 
note 
there 
were three Russian manned ve­ 
hicles in orbit at one time in

(A P ) — Heavy fighting contin 
ued today around the Mekong 
R iver town of Neak Luong as 
Khm er Rouge rebels battled to 
strengthen their two-week-old 
blockade of the waterway, the 
last major surface supply line 
to Phnom Penh. 
All roads into the capital have 
been cut for some time, and 
river convoys from Saigon have 
been

since

M ilitary sources said govern­ 
ment troops still hold ground on 
the east and west banks of the 
Mekong at

C h ry lser’s new discount p ro g ram for auto 
pu rch asers is being heralded as a revolutionary, 
first-in-history occasion. But it isn't, according 
to F ord Motor Co. histories 
B ack in 1914, innovative au to m a k er Henry 
F o rd prom ised buyers if they bought 300,000 
Model ‘T ’s betw een August 1914 and August 1915, 
the Ford Motor Co. would give each one a rebate 
of betw een $40 and $60 
Model T sales for the 12-month period reached 
308,213 and on Aug. 15, 1915, $50 checks went to 
each buyer. The total rebate am ounted to m ore 
than $15 million. 
IN ONE R E S P E C T 
the reduction in prices 
being offered is good news for consum ers. But 
there is a negative aspect, also 
Unlike the 
rebate p ro g ram in 1915, the C hrysler p rog ram is 
not based on healthy sales but w as produced by 
slum ping sales brought on by excessive prices 
and growing consum er resistance 
O ther m ajo r auto producers have declined to 
institute price-cutting, but the speculation is that 
they eventually will have to adopt a sim ilar 
tactic for they a re in the sam e declining sales 
boat as C hrysler 
This is a critical period for the auto industry. 
T he brightest p art of the picture is that although 
the energy crisis has hurt the industry in one 
w ay, it has created a trem endous d em an d for 
lighter, m ore efficient cars. The lower speed 
limit and higher priced gasoline have m ade it 
feasible for engineers to quit serving up such 
large portions of horsepower and give the buyer 
a good, lean slice of m ileage. 
Statistics indicate a drastic slide in au to sales, 
but the first com pany to produce a dependable — 
and we em phasize dependable — efficient and 
reasonably priced c a r is going to be in great 
shape. 
On the other side of the coin, com panies will be 
in serious trouble if they continue to turn out cars 
with only a slight im provem ent in g as m ileage 
and which a re so poorly put together the buyer

WASHINGTON — (NEA» - 
O ver the years, we w aste bil­ 
lions in foreign aid because we 
do not use our heads. 
T h ere is mounting evidence 
that relatively sm all am ounts 
of m oney carefully channeled 
into food im provem ents, w aste 
recovery and the prevention of 
insect d a m a g e and 
spoilage 
would som etim es do m ore to 
help the w orld’s undernourish­ 
ed than hundreds of millions 
spent in huge and haphazard 
food deliveries. 


We think conventionally and 
forego these inexpensive m e a s­ 
ures w hich could produce supe­ 
rior results with fewer dollars. 
It should be noted too that 
s o m e of th e s e a c t-w ith o u t- 
thinking practices also result in 
higher food costs here. 
Som e 
15-billion 
pounds 
of 
usable w hev, rich in protein and 
in milk lactose, is poured down 


i < 


the d ra in each y e a r by indus­ 
try. Billions of pounds of useful 
m aterials a re thrown out as 
w aste in other food-processing 
plants. 
R apeseed, linseed, sunflower 
and palm kernels a r e cultivated 
in the m ain for oil. But the pro ­ 
tein potential for hum ans from 
cu rren t crop levels equals the 
total 
protein 
today 
supplied 
from anim al sources. All th a t’s 
required 
is 
the 
adoption 
of 
p ractical techniques for rem o v ­ 
ing toxic and other undesirable 
constituents. 


MANY DOCTORS 
think vi­ 
tam in A and iron deficiencies to 
be the most serious nutritional 
problem s in a ran g e of low-in- 
com e countries such as In d ia .It 
is believed p ractical to add A to 
ten, and ferrous sulfate to salt, 
for hundreds

m ally eaten by 
the hungry 
abroad. In m ost cases, it would 
be possible with little work to 
change the taste or form to 
m ake these edibles acceptable 
to different digestive system s 
and palates. T here is no reason 
why a drink m ade from soy 
beans cannot be m ore like cow 
or buffalo milk, or why cheese 
m ad e from cow ’s milk can ’t be 
m ade with a taste sim ilar to 
goat’s milk cheese. 
BUT THE 
MAJOR 
gains 
would com e from saving m ore 
of the w orld’s crops from insect 
pests an d molds, and food from 
spoilage. Storage is so prim i­ 
tive in m any a re a s of the world, 
and protection from pests so in­ 
ad equ ate for growing crops, it 
is considered likely by experts 
here that half of all agricultu ral 
products is lost worldwide. 
Rich fish catches in the trop­ 
ics a re a special problem . Un­ 
counted thousands of tons spoil 
before they can reach the tables 
of millions of fam ilies. 


Within the United States itself 
it’s estim ated that insects, rats, 
m olds, nem stods and other dis­ 
eases, weeds and birds and the 
like destroy alm ost a third of 
the crops before or after har­ 
vesting. There are an estim ated 
16,000 pests 
in 
this 
country 
alone. 
FART OF OUR 
problem is 
carelessness. 
F o r years, 
we 
have known how to m ak e hu­ 
m an and anim al food products 
from whey economically. 
In 
fact, w e’ve been m aking use of 
15-billion pounds a y ear, which 
is 
exactly 
equal 
to 
w h at’s 
w asted. But it has been conven­ 
ient. or traditional, for m any 
plants to throw this valuable 
product aw ay. S 'a rc h has been 
dum ped in large quantities with 
the w ater when potatoes are 


boiled in food plants — because 
m an u factu rers have been u n ­ 
im aginative. 
Today, scarcities and strict 
new rules on 
w hat can 
h< 
poured into rivers a rc putting 
pressure on industries to proc. 
ess and use w aste products, to 
discover new m ethods for p re ­ 
venting spoilage and to adopt 
m ethods already 
known 
but 
neglected. 
In the long run, new tech­ 
niques forced by anti-pollution 
rules, the worldw ide food de 
m and an d inflation can para 
doxically 
help 
prevent 
food 
shortages and excessive for­ 
eign aid costs in the next dec 
ade We will also have cleaner 
rivers.

Steelers Pierce Vikings' Armor 
16-6 to Take Super Bowl Crown 


N EW ORLEANS (AP) — It 
was Mean Joe Greene, his 
wrecking machine — and an old 
man’s dream. 
Not that Franco Harris didn’t 
have something to do with it. 
After all, a Super Bowl rushing 
record is not to be overlooked. 
But in the long run — which 
Minnesota never had — it was 
Pittsburgh’s ferocious front 
four that ultimately gave the 
Steelers and their 73-year-old 
owner, Art Rooney, their first 
National 
Football 
League 
championship after 42 years of 
frustration. 
Greene, Dwight White, Ernie 
Holmes and L.C. Greenwood 
had about as much subtlety as a 
cement wall — and all of its 
effectiveness — when the Vik­ 
ings tried to move the ball on 
the ground. Seventeen yards 
was all they got. which is to say 
they got nowhere. 
It there was any deceptive­ 
ness in Super Bowl IX, it was 
only in the 16-6 final score. The 
six 
points 
the 
Vikings 
got 
weren’t really of their own 
making. They were the result of 
a blocked punt. So, in effect, the 
Steelers, defense came up with 
a shutout. 
"They’ve never played a bet­ 
ter defensive game, never,’’ 
UoachChuck Noll said emphat­ 
ically 
“ Our defense has been 
fantastic all season and I think 
it’s 
appropriate 
that 
they 
should finish things off like they 
did.” 
They finished off the Vikings 
not only by turning their run­ 
ning game into oatmeal but by 
turning quarterback Fran Tar- 
kenton back into a scrambler. 
He’d sort of lost that image in 
the last season or two. But in 
chilly, overcast, windswept Tu- 
lane Stadium, he nearly lost a 
few limbs. 
Tarkenton spent virtually the 


entire afternoon tryng to avoid 
being ground into hamburger 
by the half-ton meat grinder 
known as Greene and Co. Rare­ 
ly did he have a chance to set up 
and scout around, looking for a 
receiver. 
And when he did throw the 
ball, the Steelers were usually 
there to spike it back down his 
throat, tip it away or intercept 
it. Of his 27 passes, only 11 
wound up 
in a 
teammate's 
hands, the end result being 102 


of the Vikings’ total 123 yarus. 
Unlike 
Tarkenton, 
P itts ­ 
burgh’s Terry Bradshaw usual­ 
ly threw the ball not because he 
had to but because he wanted 
to. He completed nine of 14 
attempts for 96 yards, four of 
them coming on a fourth-quar­ 
ter touchdown pass to tight end 
Larry Brown that sealed the 
Vikings’ doom. 
Bradshaw, 
who 
had 
been 
called everything in the book 
from just plain dumb to a quar­ 


terback who choked when it 
counted, knew exactly what he 
had to do in this most important 


of pro football games. 
He just handed the ball to 
Franco.

WASHINGTON j A F i 
An 
Agriculture Department expert 
said today that world supplies 
of fats and oils, essential as m 
gredients and for the prepara­ 
tion of many foods, will be down 
about two per cent in 1975 from 
last year and that consumers 
will continue to see high prices 
for those items. 
Reduced soybean production 
in the United States in 1974 is 
the main factor in the tighter 
tats and oils situation according 
to Alan K.Holz, an analyst in 
the department’s Foreign Agri 
culturap Service. 
“ Tighter supplies will mean 
that vegetable oil prices are 
likely to stay near current high 
levels and that consumers mav 
need to tighten their belts a 
notch, even it supplies are aug 
mooted by a U S stocks draw 
d o w n." Holz said 
I he 1974 t S. soybean crop 
was dow n 21 per cent from the 
record harvest in 1973. partly 
because many farmers switch­ 
ed more land into corn and oth 
er crops tint also because ot 
poor weather during much ol 
the growing season 
Soybean oil is used exten 
sively in the manufacture ol 
margarine, cooking oil. salad 
oil and shortening. Raw soy 
bean oil prices have soared the 
past year, reaching a record 
one-month average of 43 cents a 
pound last August

as

When Beverly Hissner tried to 
call her mother Saturday night, 
the operator tried to save her 
some money. 
“The operator told 
me 
it 
would be cheaper if I dialed it 
myself,” 
Mrs. 
Hissner 
said 
with a smile. 
Saving money was the last 
thing on Mrs. Hissner’s mind. 
Less than 10 minutes earlier, 
her husband, Eugene, had won 
$1 million in the Ohio Lottery. 
Hissner, 27, a Hoover Co. 
truck driver from Canton, was 
left after nine other finalists for 
the prize were eliminated. 
When his victory was as­ 
sured, Hissner let out a whoop, 
threw both hands over his head 
in victory and ran back and

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Donald D.Cook expects law en­ 
forcement to be only about 10 
per cent of his job when he be­ 
comes director of the Ohio De­ 
partment of Highway Safety to­ 
day. 
‘‘Enforcement is important 
to m e.” said the veteran law 
enforcement officer, ‘‘but it will 
be secondary to making the 
public safety conscious.” 
Cook said he would stress 
“equal, fair and impartial en­ 
fo rcem en t” from 
the Ohio 
Highway Patrol, which is a di­ 
vision of the department. 
Cook 
himself is a 
former 
highway 
patrolman 
and 
for 
nine years was an agent of the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga­ 
tion. In 1950, the 60-year-old 
highway 
safety 
director 
be­ 
cam e Columbus safety director 
of 
then-M ayor 
Ja m e s 
A. 
Rhodes. 
“That's where 1 became pri­ 
marily interested in safety," 
said Cook. 
He served eight years as di­ 
rector of the Department of Li­ 
quor Control in Rhodes' first 
two terms as governor 
Cook is proud of his safety job 
with Columbus. He said when 
he took over Columbus had one 
of 
the 
worst 
traffic 
safety 
records 
in 
the 
nation 
for 
comparably-sized cities. 
“In two years we’d reduced 
that to u here Columbus had the 
lowest 
number 
of 
fatalities 
among the cities of comparable 
size,” Cook said. 
In his new job he will empha­ 
size safety education both in the 
schools for youngsters and in 
the community for adults. 
“You can’t force people to 
become safety conscious by re­ 
strictive laws,” he said “You 
have to encourage pride ” 
Cook said he would work to 
cement relations between the 
patrol and local law enforce­ 
ment agencies, but would make 
little change in patrol oper­ 
ations. 
He said he planned to keep 
Col Robert Chiaramonte as pa­ 
trol superintendent. 
Cook said there were “some 
small pockets” of friction be­ 
tween the patrol and local law 
officers he hopes to overcome. 


“There’s plenty of work for 
everybody and there’s no room 
for rivalries or jealousies,” he 
said. 
In addition to stressing safety 
education Cook said he planned 
to stress economy in govern­ 
ment. 
“When you work 
for Jim 
Rhodes, the first thing you’re 
asked is to find out where you 
can save the taxpayers’ mon­ 
ey,” he said.

ritis. The whole medical profes­ 
sion seems to be at a loss on 
that one. Those of us who have 
passed our three score and 10 
need help from somewhere 
I'm 84-years young, working 
every day and enjoying it. Thus 
far I have refused all dope 
Please express your opinion on 
aspirin. I refuse to use it. What 
I want is prevention. 
Dear Reader — To be as ac­ 
tive as you sound at »4 you must 
have done a lot of preventing 
already. Working and enjoying 
it is one of the best preventions 
of general aches and pains and 
more serious medical problems 
I know of. Most people who 
have lived long life spans have 
done the same as you have. 
I wish I could tell you there 


was a cure tor arthritis. The os­ 
teoarthritis which you have is 
an 
accom panim ent 
of 
in­ 
creasing age 
Some have it 
worse than others It is not a 
new disease Even the ancient 
dinosaurs had it 
The degeneration of the bones 
is thought to be a sort of wear 
and tear response. That is why 
it often affects the weight-bear­ 
ing joints, like the knees and 
hips. 
If you are not having too 
much discomfort you might as 
well do without 
medicine. 
Aspirin for this type of arthritis 
is useful only to the extent that 
it relieves pain. It won’t cure or 
change the progress of the arth­ 
ritis. 
You do need to maintain the 
full range of motion of your 
joints. That will help to keep 


you working and enjoying it tor 
another 20 years. Try to move 
every joint 
in 
your 
body 
through a full range of motion 
several times each day. That 
means bending forward on your 
ankles to stretch your ankle 
tendon, 
straightening your 
knees as far as they will go, 
moving your thigh as far for­ 
ward, backward and to the side 
as you can and methodically 
moving every joint in all direc­ 
tions as far as possible without 
straining yourself Such exer­ 
cises help prevent loss of mo­ 
tion later. 
Keeping active 
usually involves at least some 
of these movements and helps a 
great deal 
FO R 
M ILD 
osteoarthritis 
with no evidence of deformity, 
medicine to control discomfort, 
if needed, and general medical 
support is usually enough. For 
other forms of arthritis, such as 
rheumatoid arthritis, or more 
serious specialist, at least to 
evaluate the course of the dis­ 
ease, is a good idea 
It is also important to keep 
your 
weight 
down. 
Obesity 
merely adds to the wear and 
tear on weight-bearing joints. I 
would suspect that overweight 
is not one of your problems. It is 
interesting how seldom it is a 
problem in people over 80 years 
old. One of my doctor friends 
once observed to me after a trip 
to Florida that he seldom saw 


any old fat people, just old skin­ 
ny ones. There ought to be some 
sort of a leSson in that observa­ 
tion.
